Threshermen Must Display Card 


Comply With Requirements in Refer- 
ence to Noxious Weed Act in 
Saskatchewan 
Threshermen should -take notive, 
states Mr. M. P. Tullis, Field Crops 
Commissioner. in the Saskatchewan 
Department of Agriculture, that they 
are still required to display a card 
containing the provisions of Section 
23 The Noxious Weeds Act, in a prom- 
inent place upon the threshing ma- 
chine all the time that it is in opera- 

tion. 

Some confusion appears to have 
arisen over the fact that The Thresh- 
ers’ Lien Act was amended at the re- 
cent session striking out of Section 2 
the words “‘who has complied with the 
provisions of The Noxious Weed Act.” 
This section of the Threshers’ Lien 
Act covers those who have a lien upon 
grain threshed for the purpose of se- 
curing payment for threshing. This 
amendment has no bearing upon the 
application of Section 23 of Thé Nox- 
ious Weeds Act, which ‘is still in full 
force and effect. Threshermen 
therefore are advised to procure with- 
out delay the necessary card from the 
Field Crops Branch, 
Agriculture, Regina, 
their machines.

¢ally there’is a general. liquidation of outstanding liabilities. Only so can 
Banks function properly, the interests of depositors be safeguarded, and the 
financial stability of the country be maintained. 

While fully realizing these things there is a factor in the present situa- 
tion that must be takeh into account, if irreparable loss is not to -be inflicted, 
not on the farmer alone, but upon every national interest, the Banks and other 
large financial institutions not excepted. ‘ 

This season’s Western crop should be a.debt reducing crop. . Rightly 
handled it will accomplish that purpose in large measure The fact must be 
appreciated;however, that one good crop will not offset the liabilities incurred 
during four or five yéars of poor crops or no creps at all, And if the. pres- 
sure to secure collection of debts in all-quarters is so great as to compel far- 


‘mers to market their grain as rapidly as it is threshed, the market will be so 


glutted that prices will fall below a’figure where any profit is left for the far- 
mer. If the.farmer derives no profit from his year’s labor, and but barely 
succeeds in covering the costs of production, there will be ashen: wherewith 
to reduce the present’ burden of debt. 

If because of shortsightedness in attempts at debt coulbotion wheat is 
forced-on the market®beyond the ability ‘of.the market to absorb and a bad 


break in prices results, the farmers’ profits will disappear and with the disap-} 


pearance of those profits:his ability to pay. his debts. Failure on the part of 


the farmer to pay, wijl react immediately on merchant, wholesaler, manufac- 


turer and Bank, and ultimately on the nation as a whole. . 
It, therefore, is not. ih the interests of the farmer alone, that every effort 
should be made, and every device provided, te render unnecessary the dump- 
ing of the crop on the market immediately following threshing. It is as 
much in the interest of the Eastern manufacturer and financier as it is in the 
interest of the ‘Western farmer that wheat prices be maintained. It is like- 
wise in the interest of the city artizan and laborer. Cheap wheat might 
result in a slight lowering in the cost of bread, but a few cents less for bread 
would not compensate for loss of employment due to a slowing up or shutting 
down of industrial plants and other works'‘caused by financial stringency, 

On the other hand, the gradual marketing of wheat, the maintenance of 
fair prices, and consequent profit to the farmer will enable the latter to pay 
a portion of his accumulated debts and thus ease the financial situation all 
along the line and operate to restore confidence. and re-establish credit.

‘6,000 to 6,000 years ago 
there existed an ancient and‘ highly 
developed civilization in the Island of 
Crete, whose chief city was called 
Chossos.

Why X-Ray Penetrates 


Real Nature of the Roentgen: Ray Is 
Still Unknown 


It was in 1895 that Prof. Conrad 
Roentgen, the famous German phy- 
sicist, announced the discovery of the 
fact that if a current of electricity be 
passed through a certain kind of glass 
bulb, front which the air had been ex- 
hausted, the resultant “light” (so call- 
ed.in spite of the fact that it is not 
apparent to the eye), would penetrate 
the flesh and other semi-solid sub- 
stances and reveal objects. ons the 
other side. For want of a_ better 
name to give to this disturbance of 
the ether, Prof. Roentgen called it the 
X-ray, x” being the accepted symbol 
for an unknown quantity. — 

The real nature of the X-ray is still 
undiscovered. The ray itself is gen: 
erated by a _ battery, the wires of 
which are connected with two elec- 
trodes, one of which is a concave 
disc of aluminum and the other a 
flat disc of platinum. The current 
is then discharged through a glass 
vacuum tube and produces the ether 
disturbance which renders flesh or 
clothing semi-transparent,' while glass 
metals, bones and mineral substances 
are generally opaque to it.

Grave Social Menace That ‘Is Not 
' Properly Understood } 

The mentally defective constitute 
by no fault of. thelr own, one of the 
gteatest ahd most perplexing of so 
clal problems.. This fact is alk too 
little understood and appreciated. 

it is usually eStimated that from 1% 
to 2 per cent. of the population are 
below par mentally. . On that basis 
there are in Canada from 135,000 to 
180,000 of these unfortunates. Some 
are idots, utterly helpless and/unable 
to care for themselves. Others are 
inibeciles, a grade higher than idiots, 
bit unable to support themselves, and 
requiring constant oversight and pro- 
tection. Between the imbecile and 
the normal are the: much larger pro- 
portion who because they ~are not 
menace. After they reach adult 
years they remain mere. children’ in 
mentality and self-control, yet. pos- 
sessed with all the passions, propen- 
sities and desires of adults. 
It iseasy to see what a menace this 
combination - constitutes, to them- 
selves and to the community. 
Their sexual propensities are ‘un- 
usually.strong, and they have neither 
mental vision to foresee the conse- 
quences of indulgence, nor moral self- 
control to. govern their passions. They 
multiply twice as fast as normal folk, 
and always reproduce thelr ‘own kind 
and this quite regardless of whether 
they are married or not. In the 
Boardeof Education Offices in Vancou- 


some’ years ago an alcoholic man mar- 
ried a feeble-minded woman. Twelve 
children were born. Three fortun- 
ately died young. The nine who 
grew up are all feeble-minded. One 
of these, a young woman now in her 
twenties, is the. illegitimate mother of 
five children all feeble-minded. Four- 
teen mental defectives, each one a so- 
cial problem, from one. marriage that 
never should have been allowed. 

It is estimated by those. best quali: 
fied to: judge that two-thirds of all 
prostitution is due to feeble-minded- 
ness. Moreover, a: large proportion 
of, the children born out.of marriage 
have feeble-minded mothers. These 
women living in promiscuous’ sexual 
indulgence soon develop venereal dis- 
eases and infect all their male asso- 


ciates. | Many of these associates ‘are 
normal young. men who afterwards 
marry, and infect their innocent 


wives, and pass on the dread heritage 
of these terrible diseases to their 
children. It is estimated that not 
less than forty per cent. of venereal 
disease is due to this course. 

At least fifty per cent. of all crimes 
in general are committed by thése un- 
fortunates, Their uncontrolled pas- 
sions lead to assaults, common or in- 
deeent, to incendiarism, to murder, to 
burglary, to banditry, to the demoral- 
ization of children of both sexes.

Mischief is. thus 
done that will curse these youths for 
years if not for life. 

It is false economy not to provide

A large part of the 
enormous cost of administration of 
justice, police ‘courts, gaols, prisons, 
reformatories, etc., could be saved if 
adequate provision were made’ for 
their segregation, specialized training 
and prevention of the. reproduction of 
their kind.

. Grow Your Own Fuel 


Prairie Tree Planting ‘Is Declared to 
_ Be Profitable 

Evidence that the farmers of the 
prairie provinces have a means of 
guarding to some extent against fuel 
shortage by growing fuel on their own 
farms is supplied in a report recelyed 
from fhe Dominion Forgstry Nursery 
at Indian Head, Sask. On a patch of 
soil measuring a little more than one 
acre, 18 cords of fair firewood have 
been grown in eight years from Rus- 
sian poplar cuttings. The plantation 
averaged a little over two cords per 
acre per annum, which valued at $8 
per cord would give a revenue of $16 
per acre for every year the trees were 
left growing. 

Setting forth these’facts the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association remarks 
that much western wheat land is not 
producing $16 per acre annually, and 
that by liberal tree planting, prairie 
farmers can both transform their 
‘home conditions’ and incyease farm 
profits.

. @§ Saying that, as a result of the coal ‘shortage caused by the strike of the

miners, 105,000 employees of the Ford/Motor Company throughout the United 
States would be thrown out of employment on September 16, and that in addi- 
tion several hundred thousand other workers employed in industries furnish; 
ing materials for the Ford plants would be forced into idleness. In other 
words, the means of livelihood of between one and two million people would 
be cut off. 

These hundreds of thousands’ of men and their families are to suffer 
through no act of their own;-nor because of any dispute with their employers 
because it.is well-known that thé Ford employees are well paid and ‘well 
treated—but solely because of a Iabor conflict between the codl operators and 
the miners, and\the attempts being made to settle thir differnces of opinion 
by the waging of an industrial war, instead of endeavoring to reach an amic- 
able settlement through an arbitration ‘conference.’ 

} Why.should these people be made the innocent victims of the unreason- 
 ableness and greed of others? Is our boasted civilization such a poor thing 
that leaderg in public life, in’finance and industry, and in the direction of or- 
ganized labor, cannot devise any better method of settling their disputes than 
by @ resort to war? Are these leaders so devoid of commonsense and in- 
telligence, so lacking in an appreciation of what constitutes right and justice; 
that‘they are ready and willing to inflict loss and suffering upon hundreds ‘of 
thousands of absolutely innocent men, women and children? In -their re- 
fusal to see any side to the questions confronting them but that in which is 
bound. up their own selfish interests they: are surely guilty of a criminal in- 
tent far surpassing many acts punishable by severe penalties under the law. 
The eoal strikes in the Canadian Maritime Provinces and im Western Can- 
ada have been. settled and the minerS have returned .to work, but only after 
enormous and quite unnecessary losses have been inflicted upon both parties 
to the disputes; which might just as well, and ought to. have been, Settled by 
conferences before thé strikes took place instead of after the strikes; *~ Miners 
and: mine owners alike have lost mpney, the public exchequer has been 
put to heavy and unwarranted expense—all of which the public must, in the 
final analysis, pay. 
And now, with what is generally admitted to be the second iieaviest grain 
crop in the history of the Dominion to‘ be transported by rail and boat to.the 
markets of the world just beginning to move, our “transportation systems will 
likéwise be called upon to handle an enormous volume of coal traffic in order}. 
to fill up empty coal sheds and bins which oyght to ‘have been: handled dur- 
ing the slack months in grain movement. Instead of our transportation sys- 
tems being enabled to spread the freight movement over a long period, they 
must cope with two peak loads at one and-the same time. 
| Just what this means in further loss cannot accurately be estimated, but 
anyone at all familiar with the subject knows’ that the loss will be consider- 
able because the business, must be cared for in the most expensive instead of | 
in the least expensive way. So, here again, the public must pay. « The loss 
falls upon them. This is clearly revealed in present and -prospective coal 
prices’ and also in the warnings being issued of the probable difficulty of ‘ob- 
taining adequate supplies of coal when they are needed, 

Apart altogether from any question as to whether the mihers or the mine 
owners are primarily responsible for these huge losses and inconvenience to 
the public, there is the much greater’ issue: of the rights of people generally. 
Politicians ‘must stop pussy-footing and abandon their attitude of timidity in 
dealing with the two opposing forces of Capital and Labor. Bach isa great 
force.and power in the nation. Each is essential to the well-being and pros- 
perity of the country. Neither can get along without the other. But’ great 
and important as they are, there’is a still greater force and power and one 
which constitutes a much more vital factor in the commonwealth—that is the 
whole people; in other words, the-nation itself. ‘ 

Politicians, instead of striving to gain the support of this. particular 
group or that, or rather endeavoring not to antagonize either, must take a de- 
cided stand and tell both that this suicidal strike nonsense: must cease, and 
that labor disputes must be settled in a sane and intelligent manner through 
processes similar to those prov ided by courts of law for the séttlement of all 
other ciyil disputes. ;
